An Act to consolidate and amend the law relating 
to Revenue officers, and the Land Revenue in 
the Presidency of Bombay. 

Whereas it is expedient to consolidate and amend 
the law relating to Revenue officers, and to the assess- 
ment and recovery of Land Revenue, and to other 
matters connected with the Land Revenue Admini- 
stration ; It is hereby enacted as follows : — 

CHAPTER I. 

Preliminary.

Constitution and Powers of Revenue Officers.

8 . The ^Provincial Government] shall appoint in Collector 
each district an officer who shall be the Collector 
2 * * * and who shall be subordinate to the Com- 
missioner of his division and may exercise, through- 
out his district, all the powers, and discharge all the 
duties conferred and imposed on a Collector or an 
Assistant or Deputy Collector by this Act, or any 
other law for the time being in force, and in all 
matters not specially provided for by law shall act 
according to the instructions of 3 [the Provincial 
Government]. 


9. The ^Provincial Government] may appoint Assistant 
to each district so many Assistant Collectors and “oputy 
so many Deputy Collectors as 4 [it] may deem Collator;

“ Second, ” “ Supernumerary, ” etc., as may be 
expressed in the order of their appointment.

10. Subject to the general orders of 3 [the Provin- Thoir 
cial Government], a Collector may place any of his p“^ and 
assistants or deputies in charge of the revenue ad- 
ministration of one or more of the talukas in his 
district, or may himself retain charge thereof. 

Any Assistant or Deputy Collector thus placed in 
charge shall, subject to the provisions of Chapter XIII 
5 * * perform all the duties and exercise all the 

powers conferred upon a Collector 6 * * * by this 

Act or any other law at the time being in force, so far 
as regards the taluka or talukas in his charge :

An officer whose principal office is different from 
that of an Assistant Collector, and who is an Assistant 
Collector for special purposes only, shall not be 
deemed to be an Assistant for the purposes of this 
section.

15. If a Mamlatdar or Mahalkari is disabled from 
performing his duties, or for any reason vacates his 
office, or leaves his taluka or mahal, or dies, such 
subordinate as may be designated by orders to be 
issued from time to time on this behalf by the 
Collector, shall succeed temporarily to the said 
Mamlatdar’s or Mahalkari 's office, and shall be 
held to be the Mamlatdar or Mahalkari under this 
Act until the Mamlatdar or Mahalkari resumes 
charge of his taluka or mahal, or until such time as 
a successor is duly appointed and takes charge of 
his appointment.

■[37. (I)] All public roads, lanes and paths, the 
bridges, ditches, dikes, and fences, on, or beside, the 
same, the bed of the sea and of harbours and creeks 
below high-water-mark, and of rivers, streams, nallas, 
lakes, and tanks, and all canals, and water-courses, 
and all standing and flowing water, and all lands 
wherever situated, which are not the property of 
individuals, or of aggregates of persons legally capable 
of holding property, and except in so far as any rights 
of such persons may be established in or over the 
same, and except as may be otherwise provided in 
any law for the time being in force are and are hereby 
declared to be, with all rights in or over the same, or 
appertaining thereto, the property of 1 2 [the Crown], 
and it shall be lawful for the Collector, subject to the 
orders of the Commissioner, to dispose of them 
in such manner as he may deem fit, or as may be 
authorized by general rules sanctioned by 3 [the 
Government concerned], subject always to the rights 
of way, and all other rights of the public or of 
individuals legally subsisting.

149. A statement, of account certified by the 
Collector or by an Assistant or Deputy Collector, 
shall, for the purposes of this chapter, be conclusive 
evidence of the existence of the arrear of the amount 
of land revenue due, and of the person who is the 
defaulter. 

On receipt of such certified statement, it shall be 
lawful for the Collector of one district to proceed to 
recover the demands of the Collector of any other 
district under the provisions of this chapter as if the 
demand arose in his own district.

151. The said processes may be employed for the 
recovery of arrears of former years as well as of the 
current year, but the preferences given by sections 
137 and 138 shall apply, only to demands for the 
current year :
